Agitation of thc past several weeks 


because of the attempt on the part of 
the' smaller insurance agents to bring 
about an equal distribution of the city 
insurance, was disoussed by the agenta 
and. after all of the details were gone 
through -wi£h, an agreement was reach- 
ed. 


A rate of 35 cents a hundred per year 


on frame dwelling houses wns fixed, or 
70 cents a hundred for three years and 
$1.05 for five years, without any expos- 
ure charges whatever. 


The present rates on frame dwellings 


are 60-cejits o'n buildings exposed'""less 
than '10 feet; 50 ccnte on those expos- 
ed from I'O to 20 feet; 45 cents on those 
exposed, from 20 to. 30 feet and 40.cents 
on all dwellings'30 feet distance 
from 


another, .dwelling. These rates are for 
$100 .'for 6no year. 
For three years 


they fire twice; the amount and for-five 
years, three times. 


30 Cents on Brick Dwellings. 


' Th« rate on brick dwellings is fixed 
at 30 cents a' hundred; 80 cents n, hun- 
dred for three years and 90 cents for 
five years without any oltai-ges for ex- 
posure.

The chief reason for doing this is to 
have it'thoroughly clean and, should the 
meat be a tHfle old, the scalding pro- 
cess wil remove the taint. It may be 
only an exposed portion of the beef that 
is tainted, and if not-scalded if is apt 
to make the whole piece unfit for food. 
Soda should also be sprinkled over the 
meat. There,is.no nutrition 
lost 
by 


this process and scientists advocate its 
use in addition to that of scalding wa- 
ter.

It Was a Virgin Forest 


B, R. Bones Relates Experiences and Scenes of the 


Early Forties—Abounded in Game and Indians- 


Saw. Mills Dotted Pike Creek—Then 


a Good Sized Stream. 


Few spots in • Racine 
or 
lienoslia 


counties lire better known or more his- 
torical than Tike Woods, southwest of 
the city. Hundreds of hunters in years 
gone by nml up to the present time, 
have 
tramped 
: through the woods 
in 


search of pump and 
scores of church 


congregations have assembled and held 
outings under the trees. A book could \ 
be written about thin places embracing 
scenes and incidents of the days when 
the pioneers settled in 
the 
unbroken 


wilderness. 


•B. R. Bones, about the oldest settler 


in that vicinity, and perhaps the best 
posted, talked 'intelligently -a few days 
ngo concerning the famous woods. 
In 


part he said: 


"We settled- in'the northeast corner 


of the wood? just three and on'e half 
miles from the court house in 1842, the 
heaviest of it covering 
over 
.twenty 


square miles, and was probably 113 beau- 
tiful A forest ns there wns on earth 
find the greatest variety of timber. 


"Pike river ran through this woods, 


n river then, but a poor excuse for a 
creek now. and of course the saw mills 
were the first thing to go in, four of 
them, and the musical zim, zim, zim, 
of the 
up 
and 
down 
saws 
echoed 


through the woods. 


"Tho settlers used to let their hogs 


run in the woods to 
fatten . on 
the. 


acorns, in those days. There was a com- 
ical old black bear that liked pork and 
music with his meals. He would pounce 
upon a hop(, pet it in his hug and pro- 
coed to take horn while, the hog squeal- 
ed. About the time the settler nrrived 
with his rifle there wns a little squeal 
and less ham left and the bear missing. 
He wns finally captured and killed by 
it steamboat crew more than a mile 
from shore in the lake and was a mon- 
ster. 


"Four or five gray wolves pulled down 


an old crippled horse one night, about 
one half mile away and there was a 
howl enough for forty of the animals. 
There were a few long legged wild cats 
in the woods that could have made rib- 
bons of R dog's hide in one half min- 
ute: also n few lynx, that inquisitive 
animal, harmless us a poodle. 


There Was Deep Snow. 


"I recalled that, 'snow commenced fall- 


ing the' 1st of November, 1842, and in a 
month was four feet deep and did not 
get off until the next April.

State Senator Advances Reasons 
Why

MADLSOX, Wis., Feb, 18.—(Special.) 


—Aroused by the many evidences of 
bitter opposition to his bill for the 'in- 
surance of bank deposits, Senator Wal- 
ter C. Owen, of Maiden Rock, today de- 
clared in an interview that the support- 
ers of the bank guaranty proposition 
should become ns active as those who 
are determined to prevent its passage. 
While the senator hits not yet lost bis 
optimism, he pointed to the fact that 
in bis opinion the bill would have pass- 
ed the legislature ten days 
ago 
but 


that the activities of the bankers in op- 
position may have changed the minds 
of some of the members of the legis- 
lature. 
He 
also 
declared 
that 
the 


number of bonkers in the state in fa- 
vor of the bill is larger than most peo- 
ple suppose. 


"Them is no proposition before 
the 


legislature that more vitally affects the 
people of the stale of Wisconsin tlian 
the proposition providing for the insur- 
ance of bank deposits," said 
Senator 


Ow«n. 
"While it is trus that our ex- 


perience in this state has been peculiar- 
ly fortunate during recent years, there 
is no one who will pretend that we arc 
going (jo experience this good fortune 
fornv<-\. As long as banks are manag- 
ed by men of the flesh: as long as men 
arc fallible in their judgment, bunkers 
will make mistakes, bank failures will 
happen, and the unual trail of hardship, 
disaster and suffering will follow in the 
wake.
